Interviewer: Speak to listeners who are committed to 'P rc 7 
family policies'. "Speak to the families that are listening, the 
ah the Moms that are home with their children here this 
afternoon, the housewives, ah, speak to them a little bit about 
what you would have to offer them as a Senator. ' 

RS: -Wall, I think, if you look at my voting record, wa ve 
been vary solidly in, number t, in support of ah families. An, x 
have a hundrad parcant pro-lifa voting record in tna Congress, 
and will (unintelligible i continua?) that as long as I'm in 
Congress, and ah I have been very strong in, in programs that an 
that reall-, really get back to some of the ah, what, what, the 
sound, moral programs that 1 think are important. For example, 
I've been a very strong advocate of abstinence -based education, 
one of the-. Ah, I'va baan actually tha laadar in Congraas on a 
program called Titla 20, which is a program devotad -- tha only 
federal program that's out there that aotually funds ah aganoias, 
ah private agendas ah that go out and teach abatinence-baead 
education, and ah in fact, I carried tha ball and made aura that 
that was refunded again laat year. Ah, so we've been very active 
in ah, in, in supporting families on those social issues and also 
on economic issues. I've been a leading advocate of a, ah, of a 
500 dollar child tax credit, of ah, for, for each ah child 
dependent that you have in the home, so we can let families keep 
ah the money they earn instead of turning it over to the federal 
government, ah so we aren't forcing a lots ah, a lot of ah, ah of 
Moms out of the house to, to work ah if they wanna work, 
that's fine — but we shouldn't be forcing them out because of 
tax policy that robs them of all the money ah that, that's being 
earned by the, by the wage-earner in the family." 

interviewer: "... tell us and tell our listeners where is that 
legislation right now and what can we do to promote it?" 
RS: "...We had a vote on that not too long ago in the House of 
Representatives. Ah, John Kasich ah authored a budget, the 
Republican budget which ah, ah I was ah very instrumental in 
helping him put together. Ah he offered a budget which reduced 
the deficit an additional 150 billion dollars more than what ah 
tha Clinton spending cuts will do, and in addition providing 500 
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billion, 500 dollar tax credit ah Cor working families. 
Unfortunately, it lost. It got ah about 90 percent of the 
Republicane voted for it, and, and about ah half a dozen or bo 
Democrats voted for it, but it, it was defeated on pretty much a 
straight party line vote. Ah, we're gonna have an opportunity to 
continue to fight this battle, because there's a lot of us who 
believe ah that we have to cut federal spending and cut out a lot 
of these programs that are supposed to help the family ah that
